Of the two types of California 
redwoods, the coast redwood is the 
tallest species in the world, the 
Sierra redwood being the largest 
in overall size. The slender coast 
redwood, Sequoia sempervirens, 
meaning “forever living’, grows 
along the narrow coastal moun- 
tain strip extending from Monte- 
rey County to the Oregon border, 
while the massive Sierra redwood, 
Sequoia gigantea, is at home along 
the western slope of the Sierra Ne- 
vada. 

What contributes to the phen- 
omenal age of these redwoods? 
Some of the coast. redwoods are 
2,000 and more years old, and the 
Sierra redwoods are estimated at 
3,000 to 4,000 years old. How 
can these trees outlive nearly all 
species, defying the ravages of 
fire, flood, drought, and disease? 
The species is certainly a hardy 
one, with an astounding recuper- 
ative capacity. The wood is heavy 
with tannin and the thick bark 
can only be compared to asbestos, 
resisting fire and disease that 
would kill most trees. 

No present threat exists to the 
continuation of the species. Red- 
wood forest lands still cover sev- 
eral million acres, although the 
greater majority are privately 
owned, but a large portion of the 
finest stands have been encom- 
passed in national and state parks 
to. be preserved forever. There is 
no reason why these titans will 
not be marveled at for many gen- 
erations to come.

many of the bristlecone pines have 
lived through some 4,000 or 5,000 
years. 

Gnarled, often leafless, seeming- 
ly dead, these natives of the South- 
west are found in the Rocky Moun- 
tains of Colorado, stretching down 
into New Mexico and Arizona, and 
through Utah to the Nevada-Cali- 
fornia state line. 

High up above the 10,000-foot 
altitude, where the terrain is 
rocky and moisture is scarce, most 
of the 4,000-year-old trees have 
been found. The more severe con- 
‘ditions are, the better the bristle- 
cone seems able to survive. Inyo 
National Forest, where most of 
these oldest of living things have 
been found, can be reached via 
U.S. Highway 395, reports the Na- 
tional Automobile Club. 

The method of estimating the 
age of these trees is that of ex- 
tracting a slender core from the 
very heart of the tree. This ac- 
curate method in no way endan- 
gers the life of the tree and gives 
the age of the tree almost to the 


year.

River Cooperative Gin received 
1959 revolving fund payments on 
their cottonseed, it was announced 
by manager Roscoe Honeycutt. 
Some 300 cotton farmers who 
use the cooperative’s five modern 
gins are benefitting from the seed 
profits, according to Honeycutt, 
who explained these latest pay- 
ments represent extra earnings re- 
sulting directly from membership 
in the Tule River organization. 
When this seed bonus is added 
to cotton fiber profits paid recent- 
ly to members, the Tule River gin 
has returned close to $400,000 to 
the area’s economy just this year, 
Honeycutt reveals. 
“While this additional money is 
a considerable boon to agriculture 
in Tulare county, we are proudest 
of the fact that this money stays 
in our local area and goes to in- 
crease business and make more 
jobs for people outside the farm- 
ing industry itself,’’ he points out.
